very largely attended. Credentials were 
presented fully 92G persons from Minneso­ 
ta, Montana, Illinois, Missouri, Wisconsin, 
Kansas, Dakota, 
Nebraska and Iowa. 
Minnesota sent JOO delegates. There were 
many distinguished people present includ­ 
ing governors, congressmen, etc., from the 
Mates named. The convention was held 
.n Commodore Davidson s skating rink, 
which waselegantly decorated, the position 
of each delegate being designated by a ban­ 
ner, as in national conventions. 
As the 
delegates took their seats, it was noticed 
that they were, as a whole, men of mark. 
Tile convention was called to order by 
Governor Hubbard of Minnesota, who, af­ 
ter prayer by Rev. Dr. Dana, delivered an 
address. The Mayor of St. Paul, Hon. 
Edmund Rice, then welcomed the delegates 
to the city. 
Hon. Win. Bross of Chicago was elected 
temporary chairman andU.C. Sturtevant of 
Minneapolis temporary secretary. 
After 
discussion a resolution was adopted: That 
the committee on credentials, rules and or­ 
ganization consist of two each, anil the 
committee on resolutions of threeeach from 
‘lie various stat*** and 
territories, the 
members of th** committee to be chosen by 
tie delegations and announced by their 
chairmen. 
Ignatius Donnelly Secured the floor, and, 
in spite of opposition, held it until he had 
delivered an cia borate series of resolutions, 
wlii.h wer* referred to the committee on 
re*.dut ions."

ing the great lakes with the upper Mis­ 
sissippi and giving a continuous line of 
water transportation from the Mississippi 
valley to the Atlantic seaboard, iadetnand- 
eil in the interest of cheap transportation 
and the now immense and growing com­ 
merce of the Northwest, and we call upon 
our senators and representatives in congress 
to urge the construction of such canal and 
the enlargement of the Illinois and Michigan 
canal by the general' government. 
Resolved, That this convent ion approves 
the plans recommended aud urged by the 
United States engineer in charge of the 
Sault Ste. Marie canal for increasing the 
capacity of the same to meet the rapidly 
growing demands of commerce by con­ 
structing an additional lock twenty-one 
feet deep; and we favor the completion of 
the Hay lake channel at the earliest prac­ 
ticable day, and we urgently repuest con­ 
gress to make regular appropriations of 
the am ounts recommended 
by 
United 
States engineers for the prosecution of 
tln-se works. 
Resolved, 
That we also recommend an 
appropriation sufficient to immediately 
complete the work undertaken and that 
may Ive necessary for tin* improvement of 
the Rill River of the North and the tribu­ 
tary and adjacent hikes and streams. 
Resolved, 
That this convention favors 
the early completion <>f th** improvement 
of the Fox and Wisconsin rivers, with a 
view of pro* iding a through route of water 
transportation lietwcen Hie 
Mississippi 
and t he great lakes. 
Resolved, 
That Hie Yellowstone river, 
tlie <‘hippewa river in the State of W iscon­ 
sin,-the St. Croix river between the states 
of Wisconsin and Minnesota, and the Min­ 
n e so ta river, by virtue of their present and 
prospective commerce and the immense 
lienefit* that would flow from their im­ 
provement, are well entitled to the foster 
ing care of the general government, and 
that we recommend such appropriations 
for their improvement as may lie deemed 
judicious by the government engineers. 
Resolved, 
That in t he system of water­ 
way improvements herein recommended is 
intended the improvement of the harbors 
to which they are tributary.

chants to display their goods in, 
they provided fine quarters for the 
railroads to show the products of 
Montana, Dakota and other west­ 
ern stages through which the}* run, 
which would be all right provided 
they made ample provision for the 
farm products of our own state, 
but they didn’t do it. 
At the last 
moment a 
tar-papered 
shed 
is 
erected which is consigned to their 
use and they even refused to put 
a floor in that 
until they were 
compelled to do so. 
Read the fol­ 
lowing articles from the St. Paul 
papers. 
‘•This apology for the display of the 
vegetable products ef this state looked 
darker, more dismal and forlorn than 
ever. 
It was like going down into a 
ceiler w ith a very dim light to see what 
it contains. 
The display of different 
varieties of vegetables is very fair, but 
the want of spaee and the dismal light 
detracts very much from its merit. 
The 
storm of course effected this building 
more than many others, as it is of a 
temporary character, and the rain leaks 
through in mauv places.” 
“ There is no use disguising the fact 
that the accommodations provided for 
display of vegetables and the actual 
products of the soil are entirely inade­ 
quate and in fact a disgrace to the 
state. 
The temporary building in which 
the display is made is low, squatty, 
with no light except from entrance at 
either end. There is not a window in 
the structure. 
It was intended to have 
tho display in Mechaneis hall, but this 
building was assigned to the railroad 
companies for their different displays 
which are very line, and the present 
temporary structure was hurriedly built 
to accommodate the farmers and g a i ­ 
ners. 
No m atter how good the dis­ 
play wril| be, very few will be able to 
see it, and will not pay the building a 
second visit.” 


Our City W as Nam ed After H im . 


The following incident from the 
Pioneer l f ‘ess will be of interest 
to many of our citizens inasmuch 
as the city was named after Mrs. 
Mellen Brainerd wife of Lawrence 
Brainerd, by Gov Smith of Ver­ 
mont, then president of the North­ 
ern Pacific railway. 
Winnepeg, 
Man. Sept. 
8.—A 
sensation has been created here by 
the kidnapping of Lawrence Brain­ 
erd, president of the St. Albans 
(V t.) bank, who robbed it of many 
hundred thousand 
dollars, 
and 
two years ago 
decamped. 
Six 
months ago he and his wife came 
here, registering at the City hotel 
under the name of Jackson. Three 
months ago a detective from W ig­ 
gings dc Woods’ agency, Boston, 
named Davis, came here, but kept 
his identity hidden. Later another 
detective came and together the 
two men shadowed Brainerd. One 
got introduced to him and culti­ 
vated 
his 
acquaintance, 
finally 
informed him 
that he too was 
crooked. The intimacy ripened,and 
the two frequently went on ex­ 
cursions together. 
On Saturday 
Davis proposed a duck shooting 
expedition, and the pair drove'in­ 
to the country. 
Five miles from 
the city, 
in a lonely place, the 
other detective and a friend joined 
the party and overpowered Brain­ 
erd, telling him they must take 
him to the states, by fair means or 
foul, bouud him and drove him 
with all haste sixty miles until the 
boundry line was crossed. 
Brain­ 
erd *s wife, becoming uneasy, com­ 
municated with the police. 
When 
the latter realized that a game had 
been played on them, a special 
train was secured late Saturday 
night, starting with police to in­ 
tercept the party at the boundry, 
A collision occured, throwing tho 
special from the track and prevent­ 
ing tile police reaching the bound­ 
ry. 
Another special went down to 
St. Vincent yesterday and found 
the detectives with 
Brainerd on 
the other side of the line. 
The 
detectives refuse to give Brainerd 
up, and while the police were en­ 
deavoring to take steps to bring 
him 
back, 
the 
detectives 
pro­ 
cured 
a wagon and 
drove 
off 
rapidly. 
Chief Murray of Winni- 
B 
‘g and 
an attorney for Mrs. 
elen 
Brainerd came down to 
Pembina last night to bring Brain­ 
erd back, if possible; but the wily 
detectives had a team hitched up 
and im a few minutes they, with 
their game were leaving Pembina 
at break-neck speed. 
Lawrence Brainerd is sixty rears old, 
and 
was born at Bt. Albans* Vt., his 
father being president of the Vermont 
Central railroad. 
Lawrence was a lead­ 
ing man in the state, and beiug m ar­ 
ried to Miss Smith, sister of Gov. Smith 
took a leading part in society. 
Ile was 
at one time president of the La .Moyie 
Valley 
railroad, St, Albans 
savings 
bank and other concerns, and up to the 
time of the collapse of the bank was re­ 
garded as an honest, upright man. 
He 
took an active part in church affairs, 
was a leading member of the St. Albans 
.Congregational church and superintend­ 
ent of the Bundav school. 
The savings 
bank of which he was president was 
used by innumerable farmers artisans 
aud others of the state in which to de­ 
posit their hard-earned 
savings, and 
when it was known that the institution 
had collapsed owing to Brainard s specu­ 
lations there w as a general wail of des­ 
pair. 
A special 
train w ith farmers, 
who made a great rush to the bank, 
thinking they would be rn time to save 
theit money.

A ST R A N G E STO R Y . 


Archibald Forbc* contributes to Del- 
gravid tho curious story found below, 
lie says: Concerning the history of 
tho subjoined curious narrative, the 
original manuscript of which, written 
in now faded ink on tho rough dingy 
paper of sixty years ago, was placed in 
ray hands in the course of a recent vis­ 
it to America, only a few words ara 
necessary. 
The narrative is addressed 
to ‘’Mrs. Rodgers and sister,” and ap­ 
pears to have l*een written at the re­ 
quest of the former lady, after the tu<;. 
tiler s return from the sea on the ter- * 
mutation of his service as surgeon of 
tl^e frigate President, the famous fight­ 
ing cruiser of the American republic in 
th? war witn England of 1812-14. Com­ 
modore Rodgers, who commanded the 
President dtir.ng the war, aud who 
was the husband of the lady for whom 
the account was written, gave to Dr. 
Turk’s narrative his indorsement of its 
jxTfcct accuracy. 
Of the authenticity 
of the document there can be no pos­ 
sibility of a dolt ut. 
“Some time in the latter part of De­ 
cember, 1818, a man by the name of 
William Ketnhie, age 23 (a seaman on 
board of the Un ii col Stale* frigate Pres­ 
ident, commanded by Commodore John 
Rodgers, on a cruise, then near the 
Western island*), was brought to me 
from oue of tie- tops, in which he was 
stationed, having burst a vessel in his 
lungs, the bloi*i gushing with great vi­ 
olence from his mouth and nostrils. 
With much difficulty I succeeded in 
stopping the discharge, and he was put 
upon remedies suited to his case. 
I 
visited him often, and had the best of 
opportunity of becoming acquainted 
with his temper, habits, and intellectu­ 
al attainments; and under all circum­ 
stances, during his illness, found his 
language and behavior such as stamp­ 
ed him the rough, profane, and illiter­ 
ate sailor. 
It is my belief, although I 
can not positively assert it, that he 
could not neither read or write. 
It is 
certain that hi? conversation never 
differed in the least from that of the 
most ignorant and abandoned of his 
associates, constantly mixed with oaths 
and the lowest vulgarity. 
Had he pos­ 
sessed talents or learning, he must have 
betrayed it to me during his long con­ 
finement. 
“In the early part of January, 1814, 
a vessel bore down upon us, with ev­ 
ery appearance of an English frigate. 
Ail hands were called to quarters, and 
alter a short and animated address by 
the Commodore to the crew, all pre­ 
pared to do their duty. 
Before I de­ 
scended to the cockpit, well knowing 
Kembie's spirit and how anxious he 
would be to partake of the glorious 
victory 
(defeat 
never entered our 
thoughts), I thought it best to visit 
him. 
After stating to him the peculiar 
situation he was in. and the great dan­ 
ger he would be exposed to by the 
least emotion. I entreated and ordered 
him not to stir during the action. 
which he promised to observe. 
We 
were soon obliged to lire. 
At the 
sound of the first gun he could restrain 
himself no longer, but regardless of my 
admonitions and of his own danger, he 
rushed upon deck and flew to his gun, 
laying hold to help run her out 
A 
fresh and tremendous discharge from 
his lungs was the consequence, and he 
was brought down to me again in a 
most deplorable state. 
I apprehended 
immediate death, but by the applica­ 
tion of the proper remedies I succeeded 
once more in stopping tho hemorrhage, 
by which he was reduced to a state of 
the most extreme debility. 
Being near 
the equator, and suffering much from 
heat, his hammock was slung on the 
gun-deck between the ports, affording 
the best circulation of air. 
He contin­ 
ued for some time free from hemor­ 
rhage, but was under the constant use 
of medicine, and was confined to a par­ 
ticular diet 
This made him fretful, 
and he would frequently charge my 
mates with starving him, at the same 
time damning them in the true sailor 
fashion. 
After some time, being again 
called to quarters at night, he was nec­ 
essarily removed below to the sick 
berth (commonly called bay). 
This 
was followed 
by another discharge 
of blood from his lungs, which was re­ 
newed at intervals until his death. 
“On January 17, in the afternoon, 
Dr. Birch more, my first mate. came to 
me on deck, and reported Kemble to 
be dead. 
I directed him to see that 
his messmates did what was usual on 
such occasions preparatory to commit­ 
ting his remains to the deep. 
About 
two hours after this Dr. Birchmore 
again called on me. lie said that Kem­ 
ble had corno to life, and was holding 
forth to the sailors in a strange way. 
I directly went down, where I witness­ 
ed one of the most remarkable and un­ 
accountable transactions that, perhaps, 
had ever fallen to the lot of man to be­ 
hold. 
Kemble had awakened, as it 
were, from sleep, raised himself up, 
and called for his messmates in partic­ 
ular, and those men who were not ou 
duty, to attend to his words. 
He told 
them he had experienced death, but 
was allowed a short space of time to 
return and give them, as well as the 
officers, some dircciions for their future 
conduct in life. 
Iu this situation I 
found him, surrounded by the crew, all 
mute with astonishment, and paying 
the most serious attention to every 
word that escaped from his lips. 
The 
oldest men were in tears, not a dry eye 
was to be seen, or a whisper heard; all 
was as solemn as the grave. 
His 
whole body was as cold as death could 
make it. 
There was no pulsation in 
the wrists, the temples, or the chest 
perceptible. 
His voice was clear and 
powerful, his eyes uncommonly bril­ 
liant and animated. 
After a short and 
pertinent address to the medical gen­ 
tlemen, he told me in a peremptory 
manner to bring Commodore Rodgers 
to bim, as he had something to say to 
him before he finally left us. 
Tho 
Commodore consented to go with mc, 
when a scene was presented truly nov­ 
el and indescribable, and calculated to 
fill with awe the stoutest heart. 
The 
sick bay (or berth) iu which he lay is 
entirely set apart to the use of those 
who are confined to their beds by ill­ 
ness. 
Supported by the surgeons, sur­ 
rounded by his weeping and astonished 
comrades, a crowd of spectators look­ 
ing through the lattice-work which in­ 
closed the room, a common japanned 
lamp throwing out a sickly light, and 
a candle held opposite his face by an 
attendant, was the situation of things 
wucn our worthy commander made his 
appearance; and well does he remem­ 
ber the effect produced by so uncom­ 
mon a spectacle, especially when fol­ 
lowed by the utterance of these words 
from the mouth of one long supposed 
to have been dead: 
•Commodore Rod­ 
gers, I have sent for you, s.r, being 
commissioned by a higher power to 
address you for a short time, and to de­ 
liver the message intrusted to me when 
J was permit led to revisit the earth. 
Once I trembled in your presence, and 
was eager to obey your commands; but 
now I am your superior, being no long­ 
er an inhabitant of the earth. 
I have 
seen the glories of the world of spirits. 
I am not permitted to mako known 
what I have beheld: indeed, were I not 


ioroiaacn, language won id 
do luau li­ 
quate to the task; ’tis enough for you 
and the crew to know that I have been 
sent back to earth to reanimate for a 
few hours my lifeless body, commis­ 
sioned by God to perform the work I 
am now engaged in.’ 
He then, in lan­ 
guage so chaste and appropriate that 
it would not have disgraced the lips or 
the pen of a divine, took a hast}* view 
of the moral and religious duties iu- 
cumbcut ou the commander of a ship 
of war. 
Ho reviewed the vices preva­ 
lent on shipboard, pointed out tho rel­ 
ative duties of officers and men, and 
concluded by urging tho necessity of 
reformation and repentance.

His 
speeches occupied about three-quarters 
of an hour, and if the whole could have 
been taken down at the time, they 
would have made a cousidcrabie pam­ 
phlet, which no doubt would have been 
in great demand. 
Dr. Birchmore, now 
at Boston, heard all the addresses, I 
only the last 
“ VY hen ho finished with the Commo­ 
dore, his head dropped 
upon 
his 
breast, his eyes closed, and ho appear­ 
ed to havo passed through a second 
death. 
No pulsation nor the least de­ 
gree of warmth could be perceived 
during the time that he was speaking. 
I ordered him to be laid aside, and left 
him.

The query brought 
a shower of letters of both parties, 
which revealed a good deal of tho in­ 
ner workings of English social and do­ 
mestic life. 
Tim principal reason al­ 
leged for the dislike of men to give up 
club for family life was that they knew 
nothing of the women submitted to 
them for approval beyond a few glimps­ 
es of them iii full dress. 
A British ma­ 
tron, wrote one bachelor, who wishes 
to secure a bon parti for her daughter 
manages that he shall dance with her 
at a ball, invites him to a ball at her 
own house, then to two or three din­ 
ners. 
Then it is time for him to make 
up his mind as to a proposal. 
He will 
see her no more closely. 
He then goes 
on to state how. unpleasant it is for a 
man to go. in to. such a yoke blindly; 
how ho wishes to see the candidate at 
home waiting on her old father, or 
wants to kftow how she talks to her 
ma d, or looks when her brother sets 
his foot on her gown, etc., etc. 
All of which is very reasonable and 
just. • But why should not the girl also 
demand to see the prospective yokefel- 
i< w when he is not en grande tenue? 
Why must she bo satisfied to take tho 
man who waltzes with lier or fingers 
her dinner-card as her companion for 
life, and never get a glimpse of him as 
he appears at lite club among men, or 
when be has drank his nightly allow­ 
ance, or iii his home the morning after 
liiat 
rtightly' allowance? 
Why, in 
short, is tho man to choose and the 
wuoisn to be passively chosen? 
Every 
letter published in tho Gazette from 
both ((exes takes the f-et for granted 
that the average Englishwoman stands 
ready to marry the man who can give 
lier a handsome maintenance without 
legardto his temper, habits, or morals, 
while the man waits until he has 
weighed the woman carefully in the 
balance and found her not wanting in 
any of these particulars. 
One of Thackeray’s marvelous initial 
letters which precede his chapters on 
fashionable married life shows us a be- 
llouuced and bejeweled motlier leading 
up her innocent young daughter to sell 
her to a gruss Englishman robed as a 
Turk- 
The practice, if we may judge 
from the Gazette, is more common in 
England now than in Thackery’s day. 
It is not common here. 
The American 
women have their faults. 
She is often 
bold, slaugy, vehement; she likes, when 
she is young, to be free to go where 
she will and flirt as much as she pleas­ 
es; when she is old she likes and gen­ 
erally takes ber own way. 
But she is 
seldom for sole. 
With all the excep­ 
tional 
power which money gives in 
this country, with all the struggle 
which is made (or it in every class, it 
is only among the most fashionable set 
that marriages de convenance are rec­ 
ognized as justifiable and decorous. 
lf these statem ents in tho Gazelle 
fairly represent English social life we 
are a much less m ercenary j>eople than 
they; the dollar will buy more that is 
sacred and pure aud dear there than 
here, where it is supposed to be al­ 
mighty. 


The role of wind in fertilizing the 
ground is rem arkably illustrated by 
the very fertile valley of Limagne, Au­ 
vergne.

For the past few days I have been 
punching cows with the northern Mon­ 
tana cowboys; that is, they call it 
punching cows, but a veteran Texas 
cowboy would call it picnicking. They 
round up a little bunch of cows in the 
m orning, brand the calves by noon, 
and then lie around on buffalo robes in 
their palatial tents, and read novels or 
amuse themselves as they sec lit. Gam­ 
ble? 
Why, 
yesterday I saw $500 
change hands on a scrub pony race. If 
someone had entered a brindle Texas 
cow I would have backed her for my 
entire boodle, aud won, 
too, by the 
holy poker, for neither of the ponies 
could have headed a .Spanish cow. 
It 
would delight the average Texas cow­ 
boy to be hired by a M ontana cowman, 
and there shown his horses from which 
he was to select his m ount—great big, 
tallowy horses, sleek as livery horses, 
and very few of them but what are 
gentle as a dog. 
And I may add that 
when a M ontana cowboy gets back 
from a roundup, his horses are still 
fat. 
In the first place he has plenty of 
them, and these men do not allow their 
hands to dash horses around just for 
the fun of the thing. 
And the cattle 
here are so different from what they 
are in Texas that there is really very 
little hard riding to do. 
Boys who 
Eave worked on both ranges say that 
while the average Texas cow pony can 
not com pare with his M ontana brother 
as to looks, yet when it conies to doing 
hard work, and a heap of it, he is far 
superior to the latter. 
Ile is quicker 
and hardier, and better adapted to just 
such work. 
In the past four days I 
have seen over seven thousand horses 
that have been on the work for over a 
m onth aud there is not one of them 
but what is mud fat. Live! Why these 
cowboys live higher than anybody. 
They have everything to eat that mon­ 
ey can buy, and a cook with a paper 
cap on to prepare it. 
T he cook is so 
neat and polite that you could cat him 
if you were right hungry; but, iu fact, 
1 do not believe he would object if you 
would attem pt to do so. 
Ho is too 
well bred, too obliging, to object to 
anything you desire to do. 
They have 
fresh beef all the time. 
Oue luau kills 
a beef, keeps a quarter, and sells the 
rest to the other outfits that are along. 
T hat is not strange, for remem ber that 
a beef here is worth about B80. 
Cow­ 
boys get about the same wages here as 
they do in Texas, but one dollar in 
Texas will buy as much as three in 
M ontana, and the boys only get about 
three or four m ouths work in the year. 
Bay, do you know that away up in 
this high altitude we hardly havo any 
night at all at this lime oi year? 
Tho 
sun just seems to loiter along in tho 
sides of the mountains aud forgets to 
go down until you get discouraged and 
go to bcd and leave him do as ho 
pleases about it. 
But you can safely 
bet that he will bo attending to bus­ 
iness at the old stand bright and early 
next morning. 
It is not good dark 
here until l l o’clock, aud at half-past 
2 daylight begins to appear. 
Up a lit­ 
tle higher on the mountains it even 
beats that record. 
Two boys worn up 
on a high peak about IO o’clock the 
other afternoon just to watch the sun 
monkey about a while. 
Oue stood on 
the western edge of the peak to see him 
go down, and tile other watched tho 
eastern side to see him ri>e. 
After 
some time the one on the west said: 
“There he goes down, Jim ; guess it’s 
about supper tim e.” 
“ Yes, durn him, here he comes,” 
was the reply, “ aud we m ight as well 
go to b reak fast” 
It’s :ill nice enough to poke fun at 
the boys up boro, but you can’t buy a 
herd of average M ontana cattie for $30 
per head. 
Aud then when they apply 
a brauding-iron to a call on this range 
it is about the same as stam ping a $20 
gold piece. — Texas Live'mock Journal.

short the term of every member 
two years. 
If the senate should 
refuse to 
consider 
the 
bill,

this winter. 


M iller Will Hang. 


Judge McConnell at Grand Forks 
on Friday sentenced George Miller 
to be 
hanged at that place on 
Oct. 30th, for the crime of murder, 
the victims 
being 
the wife and 
eleven year old son of Rev. C. H. 
Snell. 
Geo. 
Miller came 
from 
Sioux City la., and was working 
on Mr. Snell s farm six miles from 
Inkster, D. 
T. 
The crime was 
not discovered until the following 
Saturday. 
Mr. 
Snell 
being at 
Maryville holding a series of meet­ 
ings during which time the mur­ 
derer made good his escape. 
Mrs. 
Snell had been struck on the head 
with an ax and then stabbed in 
the 
throat. 
The little boy was 
killed 
by a blow from an 
ax. 
Miller was traced from Inkster to 
Grand Forks and Brainerd, where 
he stayed loafing around the sa­ 
loons and houses of ill fame and 
from there going to Anoka where 
he was arrested in Wni. Donnell’s 
restaurant 
by Malcom 
McLaern 
and T. J. Hartley of this city on 
the fifth of February, the crime 
having been committed on the 25th 
of the preceeding 
month. 
The 
youthfal slayer 
was brought to 
this city and lodged iii the county 
jail until the officers from Grand 
Forks could arrive to take him to 
that place. 
For 
a time it was 
feared he would he lynched, but he 
was allowed to come to a trial. 
Miller confessed the murder while 
at Brainerd lying in wait to be 
taken back and he attributed the 
deed to whiskey. 
Since then he 
has made a further confession im­ 
plicating a mail carrier who has 
been arrested and is now waiting 
his trial. 
The sentence was quite 
lengthy and during its 
delivery 
Miller never showed signs ot emo­ 
tion. 
After reviewing the crime 
and trial the judge said: 
“ After a painful consideration of all 
the circumstance attending your case, 
and, after much thought, it is my de­ 
liberate opinion that if ever a person 
ought to receive the death penalty it is 
yourself, lf courts and juries are to 
hesitate to indict the highest punishment 
known to law, with such a case as yours 
in hand, than the death penalty might 
as well at once and forever be taken 
from our statutes. 
No act which a court 
can be called upon to preform is more 
grave and solomn than to render a capi­ 
tal judgement. 
To preform such a duty 
a judge is reconciled only by the consi­ 
deration that it is not he who does it, 
but the law of which he is simply the 
minister. 
It is considered and adjudged 
bv the court that you, George Aliller, as 
punishment for the crime of murder of 
w hich you have been convicted, be re­ 
moved from this place and be detained 
in close custody in the common jail of 
thi* county; that at such tim e when the 
judge of this court may by his w arrant 
appoint, not less than thirty days nor 
more than sixty days from this date, 
you will be thence taken to a place of 
execution and there be hanged by the 
neck until you aro dead, and may.

“Newmarket” is likely to have aa 
great a run the coming season as pro­ 
gressive euchre did last year. 
Any 
number can play, and there aTe no 
partners. 
Two full packs of cards are 
required, and a sot of “poker chips.” 
Of one pack tho ace, king, queen, jack, 
and ten of diamonds are placed in the 
center of the table; 
distribute chips 
equally among the players,deai second 
pack one at a limo to players, first hav­ 
ing discarded from it the six and the 
eight of diamonds. The player to right 
of dealer places iivo chips on ace on 
the table, four on king,three on queen, 
two ou jack, and one on ten. 
This is 
repeated by each one at right of dealer 
at each deal, and the one thus paying 
in turn leads, playing generally the 
lowest card of his most numerous snit. 
The suit is then built, each one adding 
the next higher card (or cards), as he 
holds it, keeping his own cards in front 
of himself. 
The’one playing the ace 
or the highest card that mav remain of 
the suit, stops the snit and leads in an­ 
other suit, or in the same snit lower 
down if he has cards and so elects. 
The object of the game is to get rid of 
the cards. 
The one playing the card 
corresponding -to the “diamonds” in 
the middle of the table takes the chips 
from that pard. 
Tho one who holds 
these same cards and does not play 
them has to play the same number of 
chips on that card. 
The primary 
“stop” cards are five and seven spots 
of diamonds. 
These may be played at 
any time to stop the run of a suit, and 
the player of a stop card can lead a 
new suit. 
The secondary stop cards 
are the highest ones of any suit in se­ 
quence as explained above, but these 
of course can only be played in se­ 
quence, and not arbitrarily, as a pri­ 
mary stop may. 
The games continue 
in this way until some one has played 
all the cards; all other players give to 
the one “out” as many chips as he 
holds cards. 
Then with a 'new deal 
the game continues uptil one person ll 
out of “chips,” 
when the game is 
finished, and the one holding the mo*t 
chips is given a prize. 
There may be 
several tables, and prizes are sometime* 
given to the gentleman and lady hold­ 
ing the most chips.—Indiana Nt\o$.

Th® Beauty of tinter der Linden—Health of 
the Kaiser—A National Prospect—Life 
and Living in Berlin. 
Unter der Linden, writes a Berlin 
correspondent ta The New York Eve­ 
ning Post, has a very fine sound. 
The 
lime tree is as much like an elm as it 
is like any other tree, and “ Neath the 
Elm s” is the idea the American can 
understand, and the idea “ Untcr der 
Linden” is intended to convey, and 
does convey until the thing has been 
seen. 
“ ’Neath the Elms,” broad- 
- pre ad ing, thickly* shadowing, with 
grass 
underneath 
upon 
which to 
stretch one's self at full length and 
think of all lovely things and all this 
in the midst of a vast city. 
Let 
us start at once, and there make our 
home. 
The reality is sad enough. 
Unter 
der Linden is a street, 
with houses, 
numbers, shops, palaces, etc., about a 
mile long, and about two hundred 
feet broil.!. 
In the middle is a dirt 
w alk perhaps fifty feet wide, a row of 
trees on each side of it, guarded by 
iron rails supported in very ordinary 
stone posts. 
Upon one side of the dirt 
footpath are about twenty feet of 
thicker dirt for horsemen; upon the 
other side about twenty feet of stone 
roadway. 
Then come two more rows 
of trees, those of the roadway being in 
a narrow plate-bande. 
Then on each 
side follow ordinary street and side­ 
walk reaching to 
stuccoed shops, 
hotels, and palaces. 
The limo tree in 
its proper growing places is a lovely 
tree; not very large, but large enough, 
with dark green and very thick fol­ 
iage. 
There are many excellent spec­ 
imens in the Thier garten, aud even 
in some of the squares where grass is 
allowed to grow beneath, seeming to 
require the companionship of verdure. 
But just where of all places they ought 
to grow and flourish, just there they 
will not—that is, at all commensur­ 
ately with th© expectations of hopes 
of those who put them out. 
As limes 
will not grow, experiments are being 
m aile with other trees. Maples, elms, I 
and horse-chestnuts have been stihsti- j 
tilted, but none of them seems hearty, j

fully startling. 
He is no longer up- j 
right, lus chest lias fallen a wav so j 
th at his orders overlap; he has hardly J 
strength to reach his hand to his hel­ 
met; his eye is dull and heavy. 
The 
newspapers speak of him every morn- j 
ing as being fully re-established in I 
health, and as having worked for I 
hours the day before with his various j 
ministers aud generals. 
That can not • 
I*?; there is no more work in that head I 
or in that hand. 
And what has th** j 
kaiser done fur the people? 
Ar** there 
any fewer poor old women and little, 
half nourished children, working on 
their knees in the lichis, tugging with 
feeble lingers at the roots aud weeds. 
as though their lives depended upon j 
it— as, indeed, they do? 
Ami what 
hovels they crawl into when their 
day s work is dom*, and w hat they eat 
before they fall dead asleep! 
All the 
while strong husbands and brothers 
are far away, w atching lest an irritat­ 
ed foe acquire means or revenge; and 
all the while, phi, the emperor, “ Al- i 
lerhoecHst," is disturbing medals end 
honors, which they have dug out of 
the ground for him. though they are j 
poor. sick, 
ignorant, starving ami 
helpless. 
I here is not a second of 
rest from I al >or for either play or 
prayer*, am! what the emperor has 
doue the nations alniut him must ab o 
. do, or lie ingulfed. 
The strain must i 
break soon. 
m 
Another ami more solemn sal© of 
the question: 
Is the individual G«-r- 
uian any better m annered than lie was 
twenty years ago? 
Is he any more 
cleanly in his personal habits ? 
Is he 
any more likely to def»*r to a lady, 
unless he knows her name and knows 
she is a countess? 
Is he anv less of a 
most fearful nuisance when let loose 
in Switzerland? 
Is his scholarship 
less pedantic, are his ideas legs vague, 
is his language less confused, or his 
cooking less abominable? 
There was a time just after the 
French war when dining in Berlin 
was tolerable. 
Of Hit* French prison­ 
ers,o f course,nearly the w hole number 
knew* how to cook. 
For some years 
their teachings were remembered and I mind, don't the 
obeyed, but now* they seem completely 
forgotten. 
I dined yesterday at the 
( af** de 1‘Europe. Each Berlin restau­ 
rant has its fixed dinner for the liar, 
ami you are expected to take it. 
The 
first thing, and a terror, is the dish ot 
hors d'eeuvres—a vast rotating plat­ 
ter, about three feet in diameter, cov­ 
ered with small dish*---, at least tw en­ 
ty in number, each dish containing a 
so-called 
appetiser: 
Itailaenischer 
salad, sardines, pickled herring, and 
all sorts of pickled things unknown 
elsewhere. 
Th rep Germans seated at 
a table next to me called at the start 
for champagne, anti took enough of 
the hors d ’muvres to exhaust anv non- 
Herman hunger. 
As to the dinner, I 
can not (and could not) go through 
with it. 
Kveiythittg was Cooke*! to 
death, and everything was swimming 
in the vilest of sauces. 
Berlin is vet a most delightful city, 
and if Mr. Pendleton will present half 
a dozen Americans at court every win­ 
ter, so as to give Americans the so­ 
cial position they have not hitherto 
enjoyed, there is no reason why the 
American colony should not rival that 
of Baris. 
Above all others. Berlin is 
the place for work. 
Everybody is do­ 
ing something, studying something. 
The people you meet, of whatever na­ 
tion thev may be, look as if they were 
making the best of their time, aud not 
worrying with the idea that they were 
too young or too old to take hold of 
anything. 
In classic art Berlin has 
won the lead. 
'The Pergamos marbles 
must Le seen and closely studied by 
everyone who would know anything 
of Greek sculpture. Their creator was 
the Giulia Komanio of antiquity. 
I 
w as at once taken back to the Palazzo 
del I'©. 
Such vast richness of sculp­ 
ture has not been given to scholarship 
since the time of Lord Elgin. 
Let me close this long letter w ith a 
story of his lordship s name: 
Doce 
upon a time a neopnytish professsor 
w as lecturing at Yale college on the 
Elgin marbles. 
At the end of the 
lecture up stumped anything but a 
neophytish professor, and said to the 
lecturer:

which waselegantly decorated, the position 
of each delegate being designated by a ban­ 
ner, as in national conventions. As the 
delegates took their seats, it was noticed 
that they were, as a whole, men of mark. 
The convention was called to order by 
Governor Hubbard of Minnesota, who, af­ 
ter prayer by Rev. Dr. Dana, delivered an 
address.

cient depth and breath to afford at all 
seasons of the year ample facilities for the 
water transportation of the immense pro­ 
duction of the Mississippi valley, is de­ 
manded of the government of the United 
States by every consideration of commer­ 
cial, agricultural and social advancement, 
and by justice, and an enlightened policy of 
promoting the prosperity and defense of 
the nation. 
Resol veil, That we favor any meritorious 
project for increased water transportation 
facilities by which the general interests of 
the whole country may be conserved, and 
we commend a liberal policy in this regard 
to the careful consideration and intelligent 
support of congress; but we deem the im­ 
mediate and permanent improvement of 
the Mississippi and Missouri rivers and 
their navigalile tributaries, according to 
some comprehensive plan, embracing the 
whole subject, of paramount importance. 
Resolved, That the Mississippi river, 
from the Falls of St. Anthony to the Gulf 
of Mexico, is the great national highway 
for the commerce of the West; and the 
distance between the said falls and the 
mouth of the Ohio river being more than 
half the distance of the navigable water of 
said river.

The 
court then pronounced the sentence, which 
was very lengthy, reviewing the crime and 
confessions made by the prisoner, aud the 
defense made by the attorney. It ended 
as follows: 
It is considered and adjudged by thecourt 
that you. George Miller, as punishment for 
the crime of murder of which you have been 
convicted, be removed from this place and 
detained in close custody in the common 
jail of this county; that at such time as the 
judge of this court may by his warrant ap­ 
point, not 1»*sh than thirty days nor more 
than sixty days from this date, you lie 
thence taken to the place of execution, add 
there lie hanged by the neck until you are 
dead; ami may God have mercy on your 
soul. 
During the entire delivery of the sentence 
Miller showed no emotion, and was as 
stolid as if the sentence were meant for 
some other.

of St. Anne’s parish, Prince George’s coun­ 
ty, Md.

His forcible man­ 
ner of preaching made him a favorite at 
once. Four years later he was made rector 
| of the Church of Epiphany in that city. In 
1845. he went to New York as rector of St. 
George's church, and remained its rector 
until 1878, when he resigned. He was the 
author of numerous works.

How do the farmers of Minne­ 
sota feci over the way they have 
been treated at the’ State fair. 
The 
State appropriated $100,000 
to 
be 
expended in 
fixing 
the1 
grounds and buildings un in order 
that the agricultural industries of 
the great 
and glorious state of 
Minnesota 
might 
be shown up 
advantageously. 
What 
do 
the 
managers do? 
They erect elegant 
buildings for the use of St. Paul 
and Minneapolis 
wholesale mer­ 
chants to display their goods in, 
they provided fine quarters for the 
railroads to show the products of 
Montana, Dakota and other west­ 
ern stages through which the}- run, 
which would be all right provided 
they made ample provision for the 
farm products of our own state, 
but they didn’t do it. 
At the last 
moment 
a 
tar-papered 
shed 
is 
erected w hich is consigned to their 
use and they even refused to put 
a floor in that 
until thev were 
compelled to do so. 
Read tfie fol­ 
lowing articles from the St. Paul 
papers. 
‘•This apology for the display of the 
vegetable products ef this state looked 
darker, more dismal and forlorn 
than 
ever. 
It was like going down into 
a 
celler w ith a very dim light to see what 
it contains. 
The display of different 
varieties of vegetables is very fair, but 
the want of space and the dismal light 
detracts very much from its merit. 
The 
storm 
of course effected this building 
more than many others, as it is of a 
temporary character, and the rain leaks 
through in mauy places.” 
“ There is no use disguising the fact 
that the accommodations provided for 
display of vegetables and the actual 
products of the soil are entirely inade­ 
quate and 
in fact 
a disgrace to the 
state, 
The temporary building in which 
the display is made is low, squatty, 
with no light except from entrance at 
either end. 
There is not a window in 
the structure. 
It was intended to have 
the display in Mechancis hall, but this 
building was assigned to the railroad 
companies for their different displays 
which are very line, and the present 
temporary structure was hurriedly built 
to accommodate the farmers and gard- 
ners. 
No matter how g©6d the dis­ 
play wilj be, very few wOl be able to 
see it, and will not pay the building a 
second visit.”

The following incident from the 
Pioneer Fw'css will be of interest 
t© many of our citizens inasmuch 
as the city was named after Mrs. 
Hellen Brainerd wife of Lawrence 
Brainerd, by Gov. Smith of Ver­ 
mont, then president of the North­ 
ern Pacific railway. 
Winnepeg, 
Man. 
Sept. 
8.—A 
sensation has been created here by 
the kidnapping of Lawrence Brain­ 
erd, president of the St. Albans 
(Vt.) bank, who robbed it of many 
hundred 
thousand 
dollars, 
and 
two years ago 
decamped. 
Six 
months ago he and his wife came 
here, registering at the City hotel 
under the name of Jackson. Three 
months ago a detective from Wig 
gings & Woods’ agency, Boston, 
named Davis, came here, but ktpt 
his identity hidden. Later another 
detective came and together the 
two men shadowed Brainerd. One 
got introduced to him and culti­ 
vated 
his 
acquaintance, 
finally 
informed 
him 
that he too was 
crooked. The intimacy ripened,and 
the two frequently went on ex­ 
cursions together. 
On Saturday 
Davis proposed a duck shooting 
expedition, and the pair drove 'in ­ 
to the country. 
Five miles from 
the city, 
in a lonely place, the 
other detective and a friend joined 
the party and overpowered Brain­ 
erd, telling him they must take 
him to the states, by fair means or 
foul, bound him and drove him 
with all haste sixty miles until the 
boundry line was crossed. 
Brain- 
erd's wife, becoming uneasy, com­ 
municated with the police. 
When 
the latter realized that a game had 
been played on them, a special 
train was secured late Saturday 
night, starting with police to in­ 
tercept the party at the boundry, 
A collision occured, throwing the 
special from the track and prevent­ 
ing the police reaching the bound­ 
ry. 
Another special went down to 
St. Vincent yesterday and found 
the detectives with 
Brainerd on 
the other side of the line. 
The 
detectives refuse to give Brainerd 
up, and while the police were en­ 
deavoring to take steps to bring 
him 
back, 
the 
detectives 
pro­ 
cured 
a wagon and 
drove 
off 
rapidly. 
Chief Murray of W inni­ 
peg and 
an attorney for Mrs. 
Helen 
Brainerd came down to 
Pembina last night to bring Brain­ 
erd back, if possible; but the wily 
detectives had a team hitched up 
and in a few minutes they, with 
their game were leaving Pembina 
at break-neck speed. 
Lawrence Brainerd is sixty years old, 
and 
was born at St. Albans Vt., liis 
father being president of the Vermont 
Central railroad. 
Lawrence was a lead­ 
ing man in the state, and being m ar­ 
ried to Miss Smith, sister of Gov. Smith 
took a leading part in society. 
lie was 
at one time president of the La Moyle 
Valley 
railroad, St, Albans 
savings 
bank and other concerns, anu up to the 
time of the collapse of the bank was re­ 
garded as an honest, upright man. 
He 
took an active part in church affairs, 
was a leading member of the St. Albans 
* Congregational church and superintend­ 
ent of the Sunday school. 
The savings 
bank of which lie was president was 
used by innumerable farmers artisans 
and ethers of the state in which to de­ 
posit their hard-earned 
savings, and 
when it was known that the institution 
had collapsed owing to Brainard’s specu­ 
lations there was a general w ail of des­ 
pair.

A S T R A N G E ST O R Y . 


Archibald Forbes contributes to Bel­ 
gravia tho curious story found below, 
lie save: 
Concerning the history of 
tho subjoined curious narrative, 
the 
original m anuscript of which, written 
in now faded ink on tho rough dingy 
paper of sixty years ago, was placed in 
my hands in the course of a recent vis­ 
it to America, only a few words are 
necessary. 
The narrative is uddrosscU 
to “ Mrs. liodgcrs and sister,” and ap­ 
pears to have been written at the re­ 
quest of the former lady, after the au- 
tlror’s return from the sea on the te r - ♦ 
.mutation of his service as surgeon of 
tl^e frigate President, the fatuous light­ 
ing cruiser of the American republic in 
thy war with England of 1812-14. Com­ 
modore Rodgers, who commanded tho 
President during tho war, 
and who 
was the husband of the lady for whom 
the account was written, gave to Dr. 
T urk’s narrative his indorsement of its 
perfect accuracy. 
Of the authenticity 
of the document there can be no pos­ 
sibility of a doubt. 
“ Some time in the latter part of De­ 
cember, 1813, a man by the name of 
William Kemble, age 23 (a seaman on 
board of the United States frigate Pres­ 
ident, commanded by Commodore Joh n 
Rodgers, on a cruise, 
then near the 
Western islands), was brought to me 
from one of the tops, in which he was 
stationed, having burst a vessel in his 
lungs, the bloi*l gushing with great vi­ 
olence from his mouth and nostrils. 
With much diflicttlty 1 succeeded in 
stopping the discharge, and he was put 
upon remedies suited to his case. 
1 
visited him often, and had the best of 
opportunity of becoming acquainted 
with his temper, habits, and intellectu­ 
al attainments; and under all circum­ 
stances, during his illness, 
found his 
language and behavior such as stam p­ 
ed him the rough, profane, and illiter­ 
ate sailor. 
It is my belief, although I 
can not positively assert it, 
that he 
could not neither read or write. 
It is 
certain that his conversation never 
differed in the least from that of the 
most ignorant and abandoned of his 
associates, constantly mixed with oaths 
and the lowest vulgarity. 
Had he pos­ 
sessed talents orlcarniug. he must have 
betrayed it to me during his long con­ 
finement. 
“ In the early part of January, 1814, 
a vessel bore down upon us, with ev­ 
ery appearance of an English frigate. 
All hands were called to quarters, and 
after a short and animated address by 
the Commodore to the crew, ail pre­ 
pared to do their duty. 
Before I de­ 
scended to the cockpit, well knowing 
Kemble's spirit and how anxious he 
would be to partake of the glorious 
victory 
(defeat 
never 
entered 
our 
thoughts), i thought il best to visit 
him. 
After stating to him the peculiar 
situation he was in, and the great dan­ 
ger he would be exposed to by the 


least emotion, I entreated and ofdered 
him not to stir during the action, 
which he promised to observe. 
We 
were soon obliged to lire. 
At the 
sound of the first gun he could restrain 
himself no longer, but rogardless of my 
admonitions and of his own danger, he 
rushed upon deck and flow to his gun, 
laying hold to help run her o u t 
A 
fresh and tremendous discharge from 
his lungs was the consequence, and ho 
was brought down to me again io a 
most deplorable state. 
I apprehended 
immediate death, but by the applica­ 
tion of the proper remedies 1 succeeded 
once more in stopping tho hemorrhage, 
by which he was reduced to a state of 
the most extreme debility. 
Being near 
the equator, and suffering much from 
heat, his hammock was siting on the 
gun-deck between the ports, affording 
the best circulation of air. 
He contin­ 
ued for some time freo from hemor­ 
rhage, but was under the constant use 
of medicine, and was confined to a par­ 
ticular diet. 
This made him fretful, 
and he would frequently charge my 
mates with starving him, at the sarno 
time dam ning them in the true sailor 
fashion. 
After some time, being again 
called to quarters at night, he was nec­ 
essarily removed below to the sick 
berth (commonly called bay). 
This 
was followed 
by another discharge 
of blood from his lungs, which was re­ 
newed at intervals until his death. 
“On Jan uary 17, in the afternoon, 
Dr. Birchmore, my first mate, came to 
me on deck, and reported Kemble to 
be dead. 
I directed him to see that 
his messmates did what was usual on 
such occasions preparatory to commit­ 
ting his remains to the deep. 
About 
two hours after this Dr. 
Birchmore 
again called on me. lie said that Kem­ 
ble had come to life, and was holdiqg 
forth to the sailors in a strange way. 
I directly went down, where 1 witness­ 
ed one of the most remarkable and un­ 
accountable transactions that, perhaps, 
had ever fallen to the lot of man to be­ 
hold. 
Kemble had awakened, 
as it 
were, from sleep, raised himself up, 
and called for his messmates in partic­ 
ular, and those men who were not on 
duty, to attend to his words. 
He told 
them ho had experienced death, 
but 
was allowed a short space of time to 
return and give them, as well as the 
officers, some dircciions for their future 
conduct in life. 
In this situation I 
found him, surrounded by the crew, all 
mute with astonishment, and paying 
the most serious attention to every 
word that escaped from his lips. 
The 
oldest men were in tears, not a dry eye 
was to be seen, or a whisper heard; all 
was as solemn as tho 
grave. 
His 
whole body was as cold as death could 
make i t 
There was no pulsation in 
the wrists, the temples, or the chest 
perceptible. 
His voice was clear and 
powerful, his eyes uncommonly bril­ 
liant and animated. 
After a short and 
pertinent address to the medical gen­ 
tlemen, he told me in a peremptory 
m anner to bring Commodoro Rodgers 
to him, as he had something to say to 
him before he finally left us. 
Tho 
Commodore consented to go with me, 
when a scene was presented truly nov­ 
el and indescribable, and calculated to 
fill with awe the stoutest heart. 
The 
sick bay (or berth) iu which he lay is 
entirely set apart to the use of those 
who are confined to their beds by ill­ 
ness. 
Supported by the surgeons, sur­ 
rounded by his weeping and astonished 
comrades, a erowd of spectators look­ 
ing through the lattice-work which in­ 
closed the room, a common japanned 
lamp throwing out a sickly light, and 
a candle held opposite his face by an 
attendant, was the situation of things 
when our worthy com mander made his 
appearance; and well does he remem­ 
ber tho effect produced by so uncom­ 
mon a spectacle, especially when fol­ 
lowed by the utterance of these words 
from the mouth of one long supposed 
to have been dead: 
'Commodore Rod­ 
gers, I have sent for you, 
s.r, 
being 
commissioned by a higher power to 
address you for a short time, and to de­ 
liver the message intrusted to me when 
1 was permitted to revisit the earth. 
Once 1 trembled in your presence, and 
was eager to obey your commands; but 
now 1 aiu your superior, being no long­ 
er an inhabitant of the earth. 
I have 
seen tho glories of the world of spirits. 
I am not permitted to mako known 
what I have beheld: indeed, were 1 not 


iormnacn, language wouia 
do maue- 
quate to the task; ’tis enough for you 
and the crew to know that 1 have been 
sent back to earth to reanimate for a 
few hours my lifeless body, commis­ 
sioned by God to perform the work I 
am now engaged in.’ 
He then, in lan­ 
guage so chaste and appropriate that 
it would not have disgraced the lips or 
the pen of a divine, took a hasty view 
of the moral and religious duties iu- 
cumbeut on the com mander of a ship 
of war. 
Ho reviewed the vices preva­ 
lent on shipboard, pointed out tho rel­ 
ative duties of officers and men, 
and 
concluded by urging tho necessity of 
reformation and repentance. 
Ho did 
not, as feared by our brave comman­ 
der, attem pt to prove the siufulness of 
lighting and wars; but, on the contra­ 
ry, warmly recommended to the men 
the performance of their duty to their 
country with courago and fidelity. His 
speeches occupied about three-quarters 
of an hour, and if the whole could have 
beon taken down at tho time, 
they 
would have made a considerable pam ­ 
phlet, which no doubt would have been 
in great demand. 
Dr. Birchmore, now 
at Boston, heard all the addresses, 
I 
only the last. 
“ When ho finished with the Commo­ 
dore, 
his 
head 
dropped 
upon 
his 
breast, his eves closed, and ho appear­ 
ed to havo passed through a second 
death. 
No pulsation nor the least de­ 
gree of warm th could bo perceived 
during the time that he was speaking. 
I ordered him to bo laid aside, and left 
him. 
“ I retired to bed, 
deeply reflecting 
upon the past, unable to sloeo, when 
about 9 o clock r. m., many hours after 
K**mble had been laid by, I was called 
out of bed to visit a man taken sud­ 
denly ill in his hammock, hanging near 
Kemble’s apartm ent. 
It was au hour 
when all but the watch on deck had 
turned in; general silence reigned, and 
all tho lights below were out, with the 
exception of a single lamp iu the siek 
apartment, where lay tho remains of 
K'*mble. 
1 had bled the sick m au—;ic 
was relieved. 
I entered the sick-room 
before I retired to replace something, 
and was turning round to leave it, be­ 
ing aionc, when suddenly I was almost 
petrified upon beholding Kemble sit­ 
ting up in his berth with his eyes 
(which had regained their former bril- 
iiaucy and intelligence) fixe I intently 
upon mine. 
1 became, for a moment, 
speechless and motionless. 
Thinks 1 
to myself, what have 1 done, or left un­ 
done, iu this m an’s case that would 
cause him thus to stare at me at this 
late hour, and alone? 
1 wailed a long 
time 
in painful suspense, 
dreading 
some horrid disclosure, when 1 was re­ 
lieved by his com m anding me to fetch 
him some water. 
With w hat alacrity 
1 obeyed can easily be imagined. 
I 
gave him a tin mug containing water, 
which he put to ins mouth, drauk off 
the contents, and returned to me; then 
laid himself quietly down for tho last 
time. 
His situation was precisely the 
same in every respect as before de­ 
scribed. 
The time was now expired 
which, he had said, was given him to 
remain in the body. 
The next day by 
noon, all hands attended as usual to 
hear the funeral service read, and see 
his remains consigned to a watery 
grave. 
It was an unusually solemn 
period. 
Seamen are naturally super­ 
stitious, aud on this occasion their 
minds had been wrought upon in a 
singular manner. 
Decorum is always 
observed by sailors at such times; 
but 
now they were all affected to tears, 
and when the body was slid from the 
piank into the sea, every one rushed 
instinctively to the ship’s side to take 
a last look. 
The u-»ual weights had 
been attached to the feet, yet, as if in 
compliment to their anxiety to see 
more of him, the body rose perpendic­ 
ularly from tbe water breast-high two 
or three times. 
This incident added 
greatly to the astonishment already 
created in the minds of the men. 
I 
beg leave to remark that it was not 
pro per to keep the body longer in the 
warm latitude we were ic. 
“ I have now given a short and very 
imperfect sketch 
of 
the 
importatft 
events attending the last illness and 
death of William Kemble. 
It is sub­ 
mitted to the ladies in this state, beg­ 
ging they will excuse haste aud inaccu­ 
racy. 
The change produced upon the 
crew was for a time remarkable. 
It 
appeared as if they would never smile 
or swear again. 
The effect wore off by 
degree*#except when the subject was 
renewed.

H a p p y M o n ta n a C o w p n n c b e r s . 


For the past few days I have been 
punching cows with the northern Mon­ 
tana cowboys; that is, 
they call it 
punching cows, but a veteran Texas 
cowboy would call it picnicking. They 
round up a little bunch of cows in the 
morning, brand tbe calves by noon, 
and then lie around on buffalo robes ia 
their palatial tents, and read novels or 
amuse themselves as they sec fit G am ­ 
ble? 
Why, 
yesterday I saw $500 
change hands on a scrub pony race. If 
someone had entered a brimilo Texas 
cow I would have backed her for my 
entire boodle, aud won. 
too, by the 
holy poker, for neither of the ponies 
could have headed a Spanish cow. 
It 
would delight the average Texas cow­ 
boy to be hired by a M ontana cowman, 
and there shown his horses from which 
he was to select his m ount—great big, 
tallowy horses, sleek as livery horses, 
and very few of them but what are 
gentle as a dog. 
And 1 may add that 
when a Montana cowboy gets back 
from a roundup, his horses are still 
fat. 
In the first place he has plenty of 
them, and these men do not allow their 
hands to dash horses around just 
for 
the fun of the thing. 
And tho cattle 
here are so different from what they 
are in Texas that there is really very 
little hard riding to do. 
Boys who 
have worked on both ranges say that 
while the average Texas cow pony can 
not compare with his M ontana brother 
as to looks, yet when it comes to doing 
hard work, and a heap of it, he is far 
superior to the latter. 
He is quicker 
and hardier, aud better adapted to just 
such work. 
Iu the past four days I 
have seen over seven thousand horses 
that have been on the work for over a 
month and there is not one of them 
but what is mud fa t Live! Why these 
cowboys live higher than anybody. 
They have everything to oat that mon­ 
ey can buy, and a cook with a paper 
cap on to prepare it. 
The cook is so 
neat ami polite that you could eat him 
if you were right hungry; but, iu fact, 
1 do not believe lie would object if you 
would attem pt to do so. 
He is too 
well bred, too obliging, to object to 
anything you desire to do. 
They have 
fresh beef all the time. 
One mau kills 
a beef, keeps a quarter, and sells tho 
rest to the other outfits that are along. 
That is not strange, for remember that 
a beef here is worth about $80. 
Cow­ 
boys get about the same wages here as 
they do in Texas, but one dollar in 
Texas will buy as much as three iu 
Montana, and the boys only get about 
three or four mouths work iu the year. 
Say, do you know that away up iu 
this high altitude we hardly have any 
night at all at this time oi year? 
Tho 
sun just seems to loiter along iu tho 
sides oi the mountains and iorgets to 
go down uutil you get discouraged and 
go to bed and leave him do as ho 
pleases about it. 
But you can safely 
bet that he will bo attending to bus­ 
iness at the old stand bright and early 
next morning. 
It is not good dark 
here until 11 o’clock, and at half-past 
2 daylight begins to appear. 
Up a lit­ 
tle higher on the mountains it even 
beats that record. 
Two boys went up 
ou a high peak about 10 o’clock the 
other afternoon just to watch the sun 
monkey about a while. 
One stood on 
the western edge of the peak to see him 
go down, and the other watched tho 
eastern side to see him rise. 
After 
some time the one on the west said: 
“There he goes down, Jim ; guess it’s 
about supper time.” 
“ Yes, durn him, here he comes,” 
was the reply, “ aud we might as well 
go to breakfast.” 
It’s all nice enough to poke fun at 
the boys up hore, but you can’t buy a 
herd of average M ontana cattle for $35 
per head. 
Aud then when they apply 
a branding-iron to a calf on this raugo 
it is about the same as stamping a $20 
gold piece. — Texas Live-Stock Journal. 


W hy T hey Do Not M arry . 


The ra il Mall Gazette, a week or two 
ago, suggested a subject of inquiry to 
its readers wnich is of interest in every 
part of the world. 
It asked: 
“ Why 
are young Englishmen of the gentler 
class so unwilling to marry, and why 
are young Englishwomen of the same 
class so willing?” 
The query brought 
a shower of letters of both parties, 
which revealed a good deal of tho in­ 
ner workings of English social and do­ 
mestic life. 
The principal reason al­ 
leged for the dislike of nien to give up 
club for family life was that they knew 
nothing of the women submitted to 
them for approval beyond a few glimps­ 
es of them in full dress. 
A British ma­ 
tron, wrote one bachelor, who wishes 
to secure a bon parti for her daughter 
manages that he shall dance with her 
at a ball, invites him to a ball at her 
own house, then to two or three din­ 
ners. 
Then ft is time for him to make 
up his mind as to a proposal. 
lie will 
see her no more closely, 
lie then goes 
on to state how. unpleasaut it is for a 
man to go. iuto.sucii a yoke blindly; 
how he wishes to see the candidate at 
home waiting on her old father, or 
wants to know how she talks to her 
ma d, or looks when her brother sets 
his foot on her gown, etc., etc. 
All of which is very reasonable and 
just.* But why should n t the girl also 
demand to see the prospective yokcfel- 
i< w when he is not cn grande tenue? 
Why must she bo satisfied to take tho 
man who waltzes with her or fingers 
her dinner-cartl as her companion for 
life, and never get a glimpse of him as 
he appears at the club among men, or 
when he lias drank his nightly allow­ 
ance, or in his home the morning after 
that 
rtightly allowance? 
Why, 
m 
short, is tho xuun to choose and the 
women to be passively chosen? 
Every 
letter published in tho Gazette from 
Doth fcexos takes tfie f el for granted 
that the average Englishwoman stands 
ready to marry tbe man 
who can give 
her a handsome maintenance without 
regard to his temper, habits, or morals, 
while the man waits until he has 
weighed the woman carefully in 
the 
balance and found her not wanting in 
any of theso particulars. 
One of Thackeray’s marvelous initial 
letters which precede his chapters on 
fashionablo married life shows us a be- 
llouuced and tw-jewelod mother leading 
up her innocent young daughter to sell 
her to a gross Englishman robed as a 
Turk- 
The practice, if we may judge 
from the Gazette, is more common in 
England now than in Thackery’s day. 
It is not common here. 
The American 
women have their faults. 
She is often 
bold, slaugy, vehement; she likes, when 
she is young, to be free to go where 
she will and flirt as much as she pleas­ 
es; when she is old she likes and gen­ 
erally takes her own way. 
But she is 
seldom for sale. 
With all tbe excep­ 
tional 
power which money gives in 
this country, 
with all the struggle 
which is made (or it in every class, it 
is only among the most fashionable set 
that marriages do convenance are rec­ 
ognized as justifiable and decorous. 
If these s ta te m e n ts in tho 
Gazette 
fairly represent English social life we 
are a much less mercenary people than 
they; the dollar will buy more that is 
sacred and pure aud dear there thau 
here, w here it is supposed to be al­ 
mighty.

Solid tor an Extra Session 


“ There is a strong sentiment in 
the northern part of the state in 
favor of an extra session of the 
legislature,” said the Hon. C. F. 
Kindred, of Brainerd yesterday to 
a Minneapolis 
Tribune reporter. 
Our people feel that simple justice 
demands that a reapportionment 
should be made before the next 
election. 
They 
have 
no 
griev­ 
ances to present to the extra session, 
but their desire to have in the next 
legislature the representation that 
belongs to them. 
Besides if the 
reapportionment is not made this 
winter, it is likely to be postponed 
until 
the 
legislature 
of 
1889. 
Next fall we will elect senators 
for 
four rears. 
Now, it is not 
reasonable to 
suppose 
that the 
whole senate is going to vote for 
a re-apportionment bill that might 
necessitate a new election and cut 
short the term of every member 
two years. 
If the senate should 
refuse to 
consider 
the 
bill, 
it 
would of course throw the whole 
matter over to the next session, in 
1889. 
The way to solve the diffi­ 
culty is to have an extra session 
this winter. 


“ Newmarket” is likely to have as 
great a run the coming season as pro­ 
gressive euchre did last year. 
Any 
number can play, and there are no 
partners. 
Two full packs of cards are 
required, and a set of “ poker chips.” 
Of one pack the ace, king, queen, jack, 
and ten of diamonds are placed iu the 
center of the table; 
distribute chips 
equally among the players,deal second 
pack one at a lime to players, first hav­ 
ing discarded from it the six and the 
eight of diamonds. The player to right 
of dealer places iivo chips on ace on 
tlie table, four on king,three on queen, 
two ou jack, and one on ten. 
This is 
repeated by each one at right of dealer 
at each deal, and the one thus paying 
in turn leads, playing generally the 
lowest card of his most numerous suit. 
Tho suit is then built, each one adding 
the next higher card (or cards), as he 
holds it, keeping his own cards in front 
of himself. 
The one playing the ace 
or the highest card that may remain of 
the suit, stops the suit and leads in an­ 
other suit, or iu the same suit lower 
dowu if he has cards and so elects. 
The object of tho game is to get rid of 
the cards. 
The one playing the card 
corresponding to the “ diamonds” in 
the middle of the table takes the chips 
from that bard. 
Tho one who holds 
these same cards and does not play 
them has to play the same number of 
chips on that card. 
The primary 
“ stop” cards are five and seven spots 
of diamonds. 
These may be played at 
any time to stop the run of a suit, and 
the player of a stop card can lead a 
new suit. 
The secondary stop cards 
are the highest ones of any suit in se­ 
quence as explained above, but these 
of course can only be played in se­ 
quence, and not arbitrarily, 
as a pri­ 
mary stop may. 
The games continue 
in this way until some one has played 
all the cards; all other players give to 
the one “out” as many chips as he 
holds cards. 
Then with a new deal 
the game continues uptil one person ii 
out of “ chips,” 
when the game u 
finished, and the ono holding the most 
chips is given a prize. 
There may be 
several tables,and prizes are sometimes 
given to the gentleman and lady hold­ 
ing the most chips.—Indiana yew s.

Judge McConnell at Grand Forks 
on Friday sentenced George Miller 
to be 
hanged at that place on 
Oct. 30th, for the crime of murder, 
the victims 
being 
the wife and 
eleven year old son of Rev. C. H. 
Snell. 
Geo. 
Miller came 
from 
Sioux City la., and was working 
on Mr. Snell s farm six miles from 
Inkster, D. 
T. 
The crime was 
not discovered until the following 
Saturday. 
Mr. 
Snell 
being 
at 
Maryville holding a series of meet­ 
ings during which time the mur­ 
derer made good his escape. 
Mrs. 
Snell had been struck on the head 
with an ax and then stabbed in 
the 
throat. 
The little boy 
was 
killed 
by a blow from an 
ax. 
Miller was traced from Inkster to 
Grand Forks .and Brainerd, where 
he stayed loafing around the sa­ 
loons and houses of ill fame and 
from there going to Anoka where 
he was arrested in Wm. Donnell's 
restaurant 
by Malcom 
McLaern 
and T. J. Hartley of this city on 
the fifth of February, the crime 
having been committed on the 25th 
of the 
preceeding 
month. 
The 
youthfal slayer 
was brought to 
this city and lodged in tlie county 
jail until the officers from Grand 
Forks could arrive to take him to 
that place. 
For 
a time it was 
feared he would he lynched, but he 
was allowed to come to a trial. 
Miller confessed the murder while 
at Brainerd lying in wait to be 
taken back and he attributed the 
deed to whiskey. 
Since then he 
has made a further confession im­ 
plicating a mail carrier who has 
been arrested and is now waiting 
his trial. 
The sentence was quite 
lengthy and during its 
delivery 
Miller never showed signs ot emo­ 
tion. 
After reviewing tlie crime 
and trial the judge said: 
“ After a painful consideration of all 
tbe circumstance attending your case, 
and, after much thought, it is my de­ 
liberate opinion that if ever a person 
ought to receive the death penalty it is 
yourself. If courts and juries are to 
hesitate to indict the highest punishment 
known to law, with such a case as yours 
in hand, than the death penalty might 
as well at once and forever be taken 
from our statutes. 
No act which a court 
can be called upon to preform is more 
grave and solomn than to render a capi­ 
tal judgement. 
To preform such a duty 
a judge is reconciled only by the consi­ 
deration that it is not lie who docs it, 
but the law of which he is simply the 
minister. 
It is considered and adjudged 
bv the court that you, George Miller, as 
punishment for the crime of murder of 
which you have been convicted, be ro- 
moved from this placo and be detained 
in close custody in the common jail of 
this county; that at such time when tho 
judge of this court may by his warrant 
appoint, not less than thirty days nor 
more than 6ixty days from this date, 
you will be thence taken to a place of 
execution and there be hanged by the 
neck until you aro dead, and may God 
in his infinite goodnass have mercy and 
compassion on your soul.”

ISome of them had n uts 
and swoet-meats, which they ate with 
seem ing relish, though quietly.

was nothing false about their actions, 
no vaunting bravery nor look of pride.
